And David dedicated unto the Lord, the braſſe, and ſilver, and geld, of 
all the Nations,tha: he ſubdued ; as may allo appeare by Samwel. » Now 
if thoſe goods that were not onely put a part to an Idolatrous uſe, Þy a 
civil inſtitution, but alſo actually abuſed to Idolatric, might yet lawfully 
bereceaved forthe maintenance of the trae ſervice of God, how much 
more may the mony wee receave for offerings, &c. be Jawtuliy taken 
and enjoyed by us, ſecing whatſoever originall the money, and inſtitu- 
tion had, yet wagit never applycd toany 'dolatrous u c. . 

Thirdly, If thoſe offerings were polluted things, yet are they too 
xccidentall to overthrow the very being, and nature of our miniſteric.

ration by ; weaftirme to be of no force, to conclude that which they 
are brought for, which ſhall more plainely appeare when they are con(t- 
d:rcd of a part, and ſorted fo, astho varietic of their nature requireth. 

The firſt fort of their teſtimonies, concerne only that private, and vo» |, . 
luntary familiaritie, which Chriſt hath forbidden to have with tho wick» - Ne, 5 
cd thatlive in the Church, this ſhall appeare to bee the true meaning of : Th4:3.6,1 4. .

geliſts, Paſtors, and Teachers, to the publicke Adminiſtration of the 
Word, and Prayer of the Sxcrifices, and Sacraincnts of the Church,how 
then ſhall any other preſume to meddle therewith ?- 

The Prieſts and Levites, who had ever by inheritance, ſome right to 
all the ſervices of the Tabernacle might not lawfully excrciſe the mean» 
elt ſervice, till they were ſpecially called, and conſecrated thereunto, 
2 how much lefſe then, might any other deale in the publike ſervice of 
God without a publike calling thereunto > Wee are not ignorant that
